Was the Way In Which Col. Brecklnridrje 
Was Introduced at Winchester. 

On the 92nd nit., county court 
day ut Winchester, then was a v . i v 
lifjp crowd present, tuoal of them 
tphMrJDolbfto] Breckioridge speak. 
TheOolonel has always inula strong 

followiiiK in Clark comity. In 
1884, wlu?n ln> announced himself 
aoaneildate for Congress, a petition 
of over a thousand leading citiserjs 
wiih flgnedi praying the legislature 
to pitt Clark county hack into the 
7th di»tii<-t ho tin')- could vote for 
him. Tho petition whh curried to 
Frankfort l.y 'Squire JaineH Com, 
John Prewitt and E. Wheeler, all 
now dead, and other prominent cit- 
izens, and from that time to this 
the people of CInrk have appa- 
rently ben Htcadfast in their ad- 
miration for Colonel Breckinridge. 

The noted congressman came up 
on the noon train from Lexington, 
and was met at the depot with a 
carriage by Capf. B. A. Tracy, ex- 
Mayor John darnel and Col. Bam 
Kwalt. From the depot to t h. 
Central hotel, Where be took din- 
ner, the Colonel was cheered by tie 
crowds on the streets. At half 
past one he commenced his speech 
The opera-house was densely crowd 
ed, and when no more could get in 
the door was shut, hut it was bro- 
ken in by the crowd pressing d 
admittance. Hundreds had tO{ 
away, being unahle to entur. Cap- 
tain Tracy pr. sented the speaker to 
the audience, ami a storm of cheers 
went up when he referred to him 
as "our next United States sena- 
tor." 

Colonel Breckinridge commenced 
his speech by complimenting Hon. 
Rodney Haggard, Democratic can- 
didate for county judge, whom be 
declared to be an excellent man 
and lawyer, a brave ex-Coni'edratc 
soldier of Cluke's regiment, and 
every way worthy of their support. 
He also had a good word for the 
other candidates on tho county 
ticket. He spoke in praise of Hon. 
W. M. Beekner and Hon. Joe Kon- 
dall, short and long term candi- 
dates for congress in the 10th dis- 
trict. He thon discussed the action 
of the last congress on the tariff, 
Sherman purchase law, taxation of 
greenbacks, pensions and Federal 
election law.
